RAW COTTON PRICES 

Since 1 April, raw cotton prices have been stabilised 
at the level of the official maximum prices quoted on the 
Liverpool Cotton Exchange on 31 March. The Cotton 
Controller now announces that these prices will remain 
in force until 31 July. The Controller also states that 
he will endeavour to give at least one month’s notice 
of any change in price. 


PAPER CONTROL 
FURTHER RESTRICTIONS 

The Ministry of Supply has made the Control of 
Paper (No. 32) Order (S.R. & O. 1941, No. 528, price 2d.), 
which came into operation on 21 April 1941. It imposes 
further restrictions on the use of paper for posters, 
circulars, loose inserts in publications, labels, greeting 
cards, crackers and programmes. The new restrictions 
mentioned are in addition to those already in existence. 

Posters.—-Only paper already acquired or the backs of existing 
posters may be used for posters relating to goods. Such posters 
may be exhibited on the outside as well as on the inside of shop 
window spaces where the goods are sold. 

Advertising Circulars.—The weight of new advertising circulars 
which may be gratuitously distributed in any three months is 
reduced from 50 per cent. to 15 per cent. of the weight dis- 
tributed in the corresponding three months of the year ended 
31 August 1939. 

Loose Advertising Inserts in newspapers and periodicals are 
prohibited unless the inserts have already been ordered and are 
printed before 30 April. 

Labels and Greeting Cards.—The permission to use paper 
made from waste paper or straw for labels exceeding 20 square 
inches and for greeting cards exceeding three-fifths ounce in 
weight has been withdrawn. 

Crackers.—Only paper already acquired for the purpose may 
be used for the production of crackers. 

Programmes.—The maximum permitted size of programmes 
relating to any entertainment or race or sports or athletic 
meeting is 80 square inches. 

The larger uses of paper are controlled by the rationing 
of supplies, but this method is not applicable to the 
small quantities used by millions of the population. 
The restrictions on use incorporated in the new Order 
apply to some of the intermediate uses where rationing 
alone is insufficient to secure economy. The general 
public uses very substantial quantities of paper in 
innumerable small ways and everybody is therefore 
asked to avoid using a larger amount of paper than is 
absolutely necessary for any purpose, and to save for 
salvage all those small scraps of paper which when 
assembled represent a substantial saving of shipping.

The ‘‘ Burma Gazette ”’ of 1 February 1941 contains a notifica- 
tion dated 30 January which further amends Open General 
Licence No. II (see the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ’’ of 7 November 
1940) by the insertion of the following item after item No. 34 
(rubber goods). 

No. 37 (newspapers, old, in bales and bags). 

The effect of this amendment is that imports of such goods from 
Canada and Newfoundland are not permitted under the terms of 
the Open General Licence.
